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The 


Blood Test for Abortion 


By DR. GEORGE H. CONN 


HE cattle owner who has infectious abortion (Bang’s 
"T aisease) in his herd is confronted with two very Sseri- 

ous problems: (1) detecting the animals that are in- 
fected with the disease, and (2) development of a program 
that will eliminate the infection from the herd. 

While the blood test for abortion disease has been used 
for many years, studies of recent years indicate that this 
test is not infallable and that it has certain well defined 
limitations which every cattle owner who expects to use 
it should thoroughly understand. Before it would be pos- 
sible to work out a satisfactory plan of eliminating the 
disease from the herd it is necessary to detect the 
diseased animals that are present. In tuberculosis of 
cattle this does not offer a very serious problem as the 
tuberculin test as applied for the last several years is 
nearly 100% reliable. There has been considerable re- 
search work done in an effort to develop some substance 
which can be injected into the animal in a manner similar 
to tuberculin to diagnose abortion disease in cattle, but 
to date such a substance has not been developed. It is 
quite evident from students of abortion disease in cattle 
that the successful handling of this disease in the herd 
will be greatly speeded up and results will be more uni- 
form when a better test has been developed. 

The test used to determine cattle that are infected 
with abortion disease is performed in one of two ways. 
Either small samples of blood are put into a test tube with 
the test fluid or small quantities are placed on a glass 
plate and mixed with the test fluid. In order that the 
reader may fully understand that the various veterinary 
authorities are not fully agreed on the efficiency of the 
agglutination test (blood test) as used for detecting abor- 
tion infected cattle, we quote from Dr. John M. Buck, from 
Farmers’ Bulletin No. 1704, entitled Bang’s Disease (which 


was published by the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture) as follows: 


_ Cattle owners have shown unusual interest in the 
diagnosis of Bang’s disease, since it plays such an im- 
portant part in eradication programs. There has been 
some skepticism about the reliability of the agglutination

bulletins on the subject so that the conclusions he has drawn are based not only on the obser- 
vations of his own practice but upon the latest work of leading investigators throughout the 
country. We believe our readers will find much of interest and helpfulness in this and the 


test, the one commonly used. Before the discovery that 
the infection may establish itself in the udders of cows 
and be eliminated in the milk for long periods of time, 
there were reasons for doubting the accuracy of the test. 
The fact that many reacting animals have produced liv- 
ing, vigorous calves has sometimes been erroneously re- 
garded as indicating that the test is unreliable. It is now 
well known that the results of the agglutination test 
throw very little light on whether tested animals wilk 
abort, but they do give a reasonably accurate idea whether 
the animals harbor the abortion germs in their bodies. 
It is true that many animals recover from Bang’s disease 
and cease to be carriers of the abortion germs after once 
having contracted the disease, and also that the test fails 
to differentiate sharply between present and past infec- 


tions. However, it is possible to distinguish with con- 
siderable accuracy, between present and past infection, 


by the intensity of reactions. 


“Experiments have shown that after pregnant heifers 
were fed material infected with Brucella abortus, re- 
actions in some cases were slow in developing. In some 
instances a period of between 3 and 4 months was required 
before a positive diagnosis by the agglutination test was 
established. It seems reasonable that when animals ac- 
quire the disease in the usual manner in infected herds, 
a like period may sometimes elapse before the fact is re- 
vealed by the test. A single test, consequently, cannot 
always be expected to give the owner of exposed animals 
definite assurance that they are not in the early stage of 
the disease. 


“Even though not perfect, the agglutination test con- 
stitutes the most satisfactory means of diagnosis available, 
from the standpoints of reliability and practicability. The 
rapid method of application, as developed by I. F. Huddle- 
son and E. R. Carlson, who investigated Bang’s disease at 
the Michigan State College of Agriculture, has broadened 
the scope of the test. This method permits the test to be 
read and its results recorded almost immediately after its 
application.”

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It is evident from Dr. Buck’s statements that in many 
herds the results as shown by the blood test for abor- 
tion disease are some what unreliable, due in some in- 
stances to the animals being recently infected, after 
which it takes several weeks for the reaction to become 
pronounced; and also in some instances it is not reliable 
because the animals have been infected for a long time 
and the infection is dying out. There are probably several 
other reasons also why the test does not give uniformly 
satisfactory results, but these are the two most promi- 
nent and most common reasons. 

A very satisfactory explanation of the manner in which 
the agglutination test is conducted on blood samples 
drawn from the herd in an effort to detect abortion disease 
infection we quote from a description taken from Bulletin 
326 of the New York State Veterinary College as written 
by Dr. Birch and Dr. Gilman: 

“Bang bacilli suspended in a weak salt solution pro- 
duce a cloudy, whitish, test fluid. If blood serum from an 
infected cow is added to this test fluid, and the mixture is 
incubated, the Bang bacilli clump, or agglutinate, and 
sink to the bottom of the test tube, leaving the test fluid 
elear—a reaction. If blood serum from a clean cow is 
added to the test fluid under like conditions, the fluid re- 
mains cloudy—no reaction. Now it is possible to add a 
sufficient quantity of normal serum to cause this clump- 
ing. Hence the amount, or concentration of serum, in the 
test fluid necessary to produce the clumping is the final 
determining factor. Those who have tested their herds 
have received charts with columns headed 1-25, 1-50, 1-100, 
1-200. 


“One to 25 (1-25) means one part of serum to 25 of 
test fluid, and the other dilutions means one part of serum 
to 50, 100, and 200 parts, respectively, of test fluid. 


“If one tests normal cows at monthly intervals for 
several years, he finds that the agglutinating power of the 
blood does not remain stationary but swings up and down 
within definite limits. On rare occasions it may go as 
high as 1-50, but more often there is no agglutination what- 
soever, or agglutination no higher than 1-25. If the cow 
-becomes infected, the agglutination rapidly rises, usually 
in from three to eight weeks, to 1-100, 1-200, or higher; so 
long as the infection persists it continues to show itself 
at these higher levels. Thus there is the general rule, 
supported by thousands of tests, that normal cows in suc- 
cessive tests agglutinate in the dilutions of 1-50 or below 
with a strong tendency to show no agglutination, while 
infected cows, in like successive tests, agglutinate at 
1-100 or above with a strong tendency to reach 1-200 or 
higher.” 


Because there is such great disagreement in the 1-25 
and 1-50 titres there is a pretty definite movement on foot 
right now to only consider animals positive to this test 
when they have a complete agglutination of 1-100 or 
above. Many research workers are of the opinion that 
the titres 1-25 and 1-50 should only be considered as sus- 
picious, but yet animals that are but recently infected may 
give partial agglutination at such titres and at a later 
date give complete agglutination at 1-100 and 1-200. 

Because of this disagreement and in the results se- 
cured by different laboratories many authorities now con- 
sider the blood test only as satisfactory for a herd test 
and not as an indivdual test for each animal. The follow- 
ing quotations will show just the variation that is ex- 
perienced in making the blood test even among workers 
in the same laboratory as well as variations of the same 
samples when tested different times by the same operator. 
We quote from a paper appearing in the Journal of Infec- 
tious Diseases July and August, 1932, by Dr. Donham and 
Dr. Fitch, of the University of Minnesota, entitled Agglu- 
tination Test in the Diagnosis of Infectious Abortion Dis- 
ease in Cattle (Bang’s Disease): 

“Experimental Rapid and Test Tube Agglutination 
Tests, with Analysis of Discrepant Results —Agelutination 
tests were conducted with serums from twenty-one

tle. Several samples of serum were collected at one time 
from each of these animals. One hundred samples of 
serums were used. The technicians doing the testing 


knew that there were duplications of all samples of serum, 
but did not know which ones were in duplicate. Of the 
hundred samples of serums tested, thirty-one, obtained 
from ‘seven animals, had a high agglutinin content; fifty- 
six, obtained from eleven animals, had from low to 
medium agglutinin content, and thirteen, obtained from 
three animals, were negative. Two commercial rapid-test 
antigens, and one rapid-test antigen prepared in this 
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laboratory, were used in agglutination tests of all of the 
serums. Tests were conducted by four technicians, using 
the same hundred samples of serums with each of the 
three rapid-test antigens. All of these persons were fa- 
miliar with the rapid method and had tested serums by 
it previously. 

“The technic of conducting these rapid agglutination 
tests was the same as that described by Huddleson and 
Abell, except that observation of the results was delayed 
until eight minutes after the serum and the antigen had 
been mixed on the glass plate. This interval of time was 
found to be more uniformly satisfactory than the shorter 
interval. 


“Only three classifications of the results in individual 
serum-antigen dilutions were recorded, namely, complete, 
incomplete and no agglutination. Traces of agglutination 
were recorded as negative, because previous experience 
indicated our inability to record traces of agglutination 
with accuracy. 

“The hundred samples of serums were tested with the 
test tube method according to the technic given in a pre- 
vious publication. This was done to study the discre- 
pancies in the results of the test tube agglutination tests 
of these serums and to compare the discrepancies in the 
results of the two different methods of conducting agglu- 
tination tests for infectious abortion in cattle. 


“Results: “‘The data show that there were discrep- 
ancies in the results obtained by individual technicians 
in testing duplicate samples of bovine serums with the 
same rapid-test antigen. There were discrepancies in the 
results obtained by different technicians using the same 
serums and antigen. The commercial antigens employed 
in this study were not equal in sensitivity. The dis- 
crepancies in the results of the rapid agglutination test 
were confined almost entirely to tests of serums with from 
low to medium agglutinin content (having a titre of from 
1:25 to 1:100 by the test tube method). A few dis- 
crepancies occurred in the results of tests of serums with 
slightly higher agglutinin content (having a titre of 1:250 
by the test tube method). The discrepancies between the 
results of the rapid and test tube methods were also con- 
fined to tests of the same group of serums. 


“The total numbers of negative, positive and suspicious 
diagnoses obtained by the different technicians with the 
three rapid-test antigens show marked discrepancy in the 
results. For example, the number of tests in which the 
result was given as positive varied from 23 to 52; sus- 
picious, from 5 to 26, and negative, from 33 to 58. It must 
be remembered, however, that practically all of these dis- 
crepancies in results occurred in tests of the serums with 
from low to medium agglutinin content (fifty-six samples 
of serums obtained from eleven animals). The percentage 
(56 per cent) of such serums included in this study was 
far in excess of the percentage of such serums as they 
are received. in this laboratory for the diagnosis of infec- 
tious abortion. Consequently, any conclusions based on a 
study of the percentage of discrepancy in these results 
would not be correct, since the comparisons would not 
be based on tests of the average run of samples. One 
must also consider the fact that slight differences in the 
agglutination titres recorded resulted in differences of 
diagnosis. 

In comparing the results obtained by the rapid and 
test tube methods, it must be remembered that only one 
test tube antigen was used, while three rapid-test antigens 
were employed. It would not, therefore, be correct to 
make a mathematical comparison of the discrepancies in 
these results. Previous experiments had indicated that 
the discrepancies in the results obtained by the test tube 
method when antigens from several laboratories were 
used were approximately as great as those reported in this 
study, in which three rapid-test antigens were used 

“The results reported here were obtained under most 
favorable working condition, in the laboratory, by persons 
familiar with laboratory procedures. We do not feel jus 
tified in assuming that similar results will be obtained 
when the rapid agglutination test is conducted under field 
conditions. 

“At present, there is probably even more discrepancy 
in the opinions of various workers regarding the prope! 
disposition of animals with serums of from low to medium 
agglutinin content than there is in the results ol the 
agglutination tests. For example, the state of New Jersey 


will not admit, cattle the blood serum of which aggluti- 
nates Br. abortus in a dilution of 1:25.

HE California State Sale, with thirty head averaging 
$321 and with a top of $1,325, was one of the great- 
est Holstein sale events in recent years. 

Analysis of the catalog by records, ages, etc., shows 
that the 23 females in milk sold for an average of 
$303.91. Of these, 12, or half of the number, had A. 
R. records to their credit and averaged $393.33, ranging 
from $1,325 to $215. One with a Herd Test record brought 
$170, eight with C. T. A. records averaged $202.50, rang- 
ing from $385 to $135; another not tested but from an A. 
R. record dam brought $180 and her young calf $65, and 
another from a C. T. A. dam brought $235. Only four were 
not yet in milk or under two years of age, including one 
bred heifer at $230, two unbred heifers at an average of 
$147.50 and one calf at $300. By records these included 
three from A. R. record dams and averaged $230 ($300 to 
$160) and one from a CG. T. A. record dam at $175. The 
three bulls, all from A. R. dams, averaged $591.66, and 
ranged from $775 to $250.

Massachusetts State Herds 


It was some fifteen years ago 
when Mr. Fred Koenig, then direc- 
tor of extension for the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, 
produced some figures purporting to 
show that more than eighty per cent 
of the public and private institu- 
tions of the thirty leading dairy 
states kept either grade or regis- 
tered Holsteins. 

It is appreciated today, in the 
light of what has been accomplished 
in Massachusetts, Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, Iowa, Pennsylvania, in fact in 
most states since Mr. Koenig’s an- 
nouncement, that our breed owes 
much to these institutions for its 
place of leadership among the 
breeds. 

Where is it possible to prove bulls 
as extensively or as quickly and ef- 
fectively as in a large institution 
herd? Where else is it possible to 
make such efficient use of a great 
transmitting cow, or to make such 
a comprehensive study of the effi- 
ciency of production of any breed; 
experiment with feeds, methods, etc., 
all of which results in advancement 
and development? 

What is the reason so many in- 
stitutions keep Holsteins. and why 
‘has the production of many such 
‘herds nearly doubled since Mr. Koe- 
nig made his survey? 

First of all, the superintendents

pounds of 3.8% milk will only pro- 
duce 100 pounds of 3.7% milk, or 
92 pounds of 4% milk, and only 
86.2 pounds of milk testing 4.2% or 
more. I do not think 80% of our 
institutions keep Holsteins because 
of that bulletin, but because they 
have proven to their own satisfac- 
tion, as have thousands of individual 
dairymen, that what that bulletin 
says is true. 

The reason production has _ in- 
creased so phenomenally in the av- 
erage institution herd is because su- 
perintendents began to realize about 
fifteen or twenty years ago what 
could be accomplished through the 
purchase of high class sires, and 
through a constructive breeding pro- 
gram. Then, these herds were large 
enough to utilize these sires to the 
fullest extent. 

The Massachusetts Herds 

In the limited space here available 
I want to give a few facts about 
some quite marvelous developments 
in the Massachusetts herds under the 
Department of Mental Diseases.

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4-H Junior Bull Rings 


By M. L. FLACK, Nebraska 


T IS AN established fact that a great many farm boys 
] and girls are enrolled every year in purebred animal 

projects but only a few of them ever develop purebred 
herds of improved types of livestock. The main reason 
for this is, that although a boy begins his club work with 
a good purebred female, no provision is made for him 
to mate her with a male of suitable quality. Often the 
only purebred animal on the farm is the boy’s club heifer 
and obviously it would not pay to own a purebred bull. 
Unless a farmer is interested in dairying and making 
that his major enterprise, he does not care to keep on 
the farm a good dairy bull and certainly he does not 
care to invest a lot of money in a sire of the desired 
type and production. So it follows that many of the 
club members have had to use inferior bulls to which 
they breed their purebred heifers. 

This condition of affairs is more serious in the middle- 
west than it is farther east because here greater num- 
bers of farmers have herds that are greatly mixed or 
just fair to common grades. In some counties only a 
few men have purebred herds. Often in Nebraska 4-H 
Club boys and girls are great distances from owners of 
sires equally as good or better than the club cows. 

A good farmer when planning the development of a 
purebred dairy herd, places the greatest emphasis upon 
the selection of a sire, which is the correct thing to do 
since a good sire is half the herd. This being the rule 
with adults, why should it not also apply to 4-H Club 
members who are going to be our breeders in the near 
future. 

In order to change this existing condition in purebred 
dairy club work, the extension dairymen working with 
several of the county agents in 1932 developed a plan 
which partly provides for the lack of suitable sires. With 
this apparent need in mind, several 4-H Junior Bull 
Rings were organized in various counties in Nebraska 
under the supervision of the county agents, the extension 
dairymen, and advisory committee composed of the club 
members’ parents. By means of these rings the services 
of bulls of better type and from higher producing an- 
cestry are made available to both past and present 4-H 
Club members. 

The rings are divided into blocks; a bull placed in 
each block so that every member will be within reason- 
able distance of a bull. 

The bulls are purchased and owned cooperatively by 
the members. In order to save money, the bulls now in 
use were purchased as calves and grown out by the 
members. 

It is required that the bulls be of superior conforma- 
tion, free of disease and from high producing ancestry 
from dams producing not less than 500 pounds butter- 
fat at maturity. All bulls must be approved by the 
state dairy extension specialist. 

Aside from the assessment for the purchase of bulls, 
each members pays a membership fee. This money is 
used for moving bulls, paying veterinary bills, and other 
expenses arising in such an organization. In case a 
member wishes to withdraw he is paid a reasonable 
compensation for his investment in the bulls. 

The success of such an organization depends largely 


to safeguard the investments of the members of the fol- 
lowing rules and regulations have been found necessary. 


1. The board of directors shall designate the places 
for keeping the bulls and arrange in each block a suit- 
able bull pen and equipment necessary for the safety of 
the keeper and for the health of the bull. All bulls shall 
be ringed. Each block director shall see to it that the 
bull in his territory is getting the correct kind of feed 
and the kind of care that will keep him in a strong, vig- 
rous, healthy condition. 

2. The bull shall not be permitted to run with the 
herd. > 

3. The bull shall not be allowed loose with any cow 
and shall not serve over two cows: in one day, nor more 
than seven in a week. 


4. The herd where bull is kept must be free of tuber- 
culosis and Bang’s disease. 


5. All bulls must be purchased subject to the T. B. 
and Bang’s test. 

6. The custodian in return for care and feed shal? 
have free service for his herd. 

7. A nominal service fee shall be charged non-mem- 
bers of the club. No outside cows may be bred with- 
out permission of the board of directors. 

8. The club bulls shall be inspected at least twice a 
year by a committee appointed by the directors and a 


report made as to their health, condition, and breeding 
ability. 


9. No bull may be sold or disposed of without the 
consent of the board of directors, advisory committee, 
dairy specialist and county agent. 

10. In case any bull is not receiving proper care and 
management, he shall be moved to a more desirable lo- 
cation by the board of directors. 

11. A bull may be bought as a calf but shall not be 
used for service until he is one year old.

The Market Outlook 

EARING heat, short feed supplies and soaring grain 
S prices have complicated the dairy picture somewhat 

during the past month. One thing that seems posi- 
tively assured is a tight supply of milk in most markets 
for some time to come, possibly becoming acute this fall in 
some important markets. Butter and cheese prices have 
already advanced substantially so that milk going into 
these products is returning producers considerably more, 
and they carry with them all other manufactured milk 
products. Skim milk, with its growing commercial use in 
various manufacturing lines, is now bringing nearly as 
much as whole milk did in some markets three years ago. 
Higher price levels in European countries now operate 
against dumping foreign butter in this country over the 
14-cent tariff barrier, as happened last year. Storage sup- 
plies of dairy products are much lower than average. Im- 
proving industrial conditions are already resulting in sub- 
stantial increases in consumption of milk and dairy prod- 
ucts and many distributors are concerned over getting 
adequate fluid milk supplies this fall. One large eastern 
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cooperative is offering its members a special bonus for in- 
creased November production. 

Every factor in the situation, therefore, points unmis- 
takably in the direction of much improved prices to milk 
producers for some time to come. Higher milk prices al- 
ways mean a strong market for cows. The only possible 
complicating factor this year is the supply of feed, and 
the possible distress selling of cows in sections that have 
suffered most severely from the drought. We have heard 
the fear expressed that this will result in cheap cows, but 
we do not think this will be in sufficient amount to have 
a serious market effect. It seems logical to expect that 
owners who find it necessary to reduce their herds on 
account of feed conditions, will cull from the bottom, par- 
ticularly if they have to sell at distress prices, and such 
selling should not have much effect on prices of the bet- 
ter cows. In the greater part of the country, we do not 
anticipate there will be much of this distress selling of 
dairy cows. Short feed supplies for winter may result in 
some reduction in normal buying, but it appears logical to 
us that the almost certain high milk prices to come will 
foster a good market for cows. The summer sales fore- 
cast this to some extent and we think good fall cows will 
be mighty good property. 


Control of Abortion Disease 
LTHOUGH the program of blood testing our dairy 
A herds is apparently making considerable progress, 
and many herds are getting into the 100% free list, 
the existing situation is far from satisfactory to breeders. 
They are going along with it for one reason because it is 
a practical necessity in selling breeding stock. Most states 
require such a test before they will admit entry of cattle 
from other states, but there is a most confusing lack of 
uniformity in the details of these various state regula- 
tions. Some herd owners have been fortunate in finding 
only a small amount of trouble when they came to the 
blood testing of their herds. But in all too many cases 
this program has resulted in the slaughter of many valu- 
able animals that represented not only a great financial 
loss to the owner but a real loss to the breeding industry. 
Further complications come when animals are sold, and 
retests are made under different conditions, which inter- 
feres with and hold back legitimate trade in breeding 
animals. We could condone some of these losses and in- 
conveniences, if it were apparent that after a herd had 
been placed on an all-negative basis, there was even rea- 
sonably complete assurance—as in t. b. eradication—that 
by reasonable care the herd could be so maintained and 
that it would be free of troubles from pre-mature calving. 
The fact seems to be, however, that animals in these all- 
negative herds become highly susceptible to Bang’s Dis- 
ease infection, so that there is a constant threat of trouble 
if the most careful precautions are not observed and al- 
most an assurance of it when individuals from such herds 
go out into other herds that are not completely clean. 
We have for sometime had a growing conviction that 
our pure bred dairy breeders Avere being railroaded into 
an untenable position in this matter; that they were being 
subjected to restrictions that were very expensive to 
carry out and were being practically forced to comply 
with them if they remained in business. We have hesi- 
tated to “speak out in meeting” about it because we 
wanted to be constructive, and not tear down or oppose 4 
program that had such high purposes and which also 
seemed to have such complete approval of the recognized 
leaders in the battle for healthy herds. We knew that 
effort was being put forth by the U. S. Bureau of Animal 
Industry and many of the State Experiment Stations to 
develop some method of immunizing dairy cattle against 
the ravages of this disease, and we were confident that 
the ultimate solution of the problem lay in this direction 
and would eventually be found. The hope still persists. 
We have come to the belief that an authoritative and 
comprehensive review of the whole situation relating to 
control of Bang’s Disease might be helpful at this time. 
We have, accordingly, arranged with Dr. George H. Cont 
of Illinois to prepare a series of articles covering this 
whole situation in detail. Dr. Conn is a practical veter 
inarian of wide experience, thoroughly conversant with 
the whole problem, particularly from the angle of thé 
pure bred bréeder. The first article in this series appears 
as the No. 1-feature in this issue. The others, which wil 
discuss some of the limitations of the blood test, and sug 
gest practical methods of controlling the disease in bree® 
ing herds, will appear in later numbers. 
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Congratulations, California — 


HE California State Sale on July 10 was a thorough- 
1 going credit to all concerned. It brought out the 

highest priced cow since 1933, and the highest aver- 
age for a state sale since pre-depression days. In fact, 
only the Royal Brentwoods of 1936 and 1934 have made 
higher averages in our breed for quite sometime. 

The quality of the offering was not confined to a few 
headline tops, but we are informed ran way through the 
sale from beginning to end—not a single discreditable 
animal was offered—not one for which an apology had to 
be made. For this happy condition, great credit is due 
the management and the committee in charge. They 
started with the aim that in this sale a buyer could select 
with his eyes shut and be sure of getting something 
worthwhile. They kept faith with this ideal, and did not 
sacrifice it even when entries of only 30 head of the 
right standard were secured, great as the temptation 
must have been to spread the sale expense over a larger 
number of animals. The results speak for themselves, 
and we believe will mark a rebirth of interest, enthusiasm 
and confidence on the part of the Holstein industry in 
California. As a matter of fact, its good example and 
fine success will have beneficial effects far beyond the 
confines of the Golden State. 

Felicitations should not be confined to the sale man- 
agement alone. The breeders showed their spirit and 
faith by consigning real tops of the breed. The finest co- 
operation was extended by all interested agencies. The 
farm press of California fairly outdid itself in prelimi- 
nary publicity. Particularly did we note the efforts of the 
Pacific Rural Press of which J. W. Snodgrass is livestock 
representative, and the Western Breeders’ Journal, where 
Walter Miller is now managing editor. National adver- 
tising was employed liberally through the columns of the 
World, and the sale aroused much interest among east- 
ern and mid-west breeders. In fact, as a result, the top 
cow—the twice World’s Champion—finds a new home in 
Pennsylvania at the best price since the All-American 
Ellenvale went through the ring at Chicago in 1933. 

There are many lessons in the results of the California 
State Sale. Not the least important of them is the fact 
that quality Holsteins are again commanding commensur- 
ate prices. The increasing realization of this fact, bolster- 
ing the fine results of the recent Royal Brentwood, will

Editor’s Reply: Reference to the World of December 18, 
1915 shows that during the year in which she made the first 
record for any cow of any breed above 1,200 Ibs. fat or 1,500 Ibs. 
butter, Duchess Skylark Ormsby consumed 7,355 lbs. of a grain 
mixture, averaging just over 20 lbs. a day and never getting 
more than 25 lbs. of grain in a day. This mixture consisted of 
1,455.5 Ibs. bran, 1,366.5 Ibs. oats, 1,196.5 lbs. concentrated 
gluten, 1476 lbs. brewers dried grains, 975 Ibs. oil meal, 690.5 
Ibs. hominy and 195 lbs. distiller’s grains and malt spirits, with 
the amounts of the various ingredients in the mixture varying 
considerably from month to month. She also consumed from 
700 to 900 lbs. of silage per month except during the summer 
months and from 450 to 500 Ibs. of alfalfa every month. She 
also had during the year 8,050 Ibs. of roots, these being re- 
placed during a few of the summer months with green oats 
and peas. In September, her 11th month on test, she had 3,000 
Ibs. of green corn together with 1,000 Ibs. of roots and 450 Ibs. 
of alfalfa. These figures were furnished us at that time by her 
owner, John B. Irwin, who stated that in some months the 
amouts of roughage fed were estimated rather than weighed. 
She did not run at pasture but was kept in a darkened stall, 
protected from flies, with an electric fan during the hotter 
periods, and was taken out for exercise about half an hour each 
day except in very cold or very hot weather.

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The Blood Test for Abortion 


(Continued from page 8) 
e. g., Minnesota, this low dilution is not even used in rou- 
tine testing for infectious abortion.” 

It is quite evident from the results secured by this 
- Jlaboratory, which has probably done more work on 
abortion disease than any other laboratory in the 
United States, that the results as indicated by the re- 
actions at from 1 to 25 and from 1 to 50 are at best 
somewhat unreliable and cannot be safely used as a 
basis for the control of abortion disease in cattle. If 
these reactions are active in animals that have been 
infected for a long time subsequent tests will not show 
any reaction at all, while if they are from animals 
that have been recently infected complete agglutination 
will probably occur in the next test at 1 to 100 and 
1 to 200. It would seem to the writer though that 
before this test can be of the greatest use in detecting 
abortion disease in cattle that it must be developed to 
the point where these low titre reactions can be more 
safely used as an index of an active infection of the 
animal. 

There has been considerable work done in attempt- 
ing to improve the blood test for abortion disease in 
cattle, and Dr. Donham and Dr. Fitch of the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota, have concluded after making sev- 
eral experiments that the time element is a very im- 
portant factor in making the blood test for the de- 
tection of the disease. We quote from their paper, 
which is known as Paper 1042, of the Journal Series of 
the Minnesota Agricultural Experiment Station, as 
follows: 


“Numerous bovine sera have been tested in which 
the agglutination reaction, with all rapid antigens 
used by us, was not complete after 2 to 5 minutes. 
For example, in some cases, sera containing specific 
agglutinins for Bacterium abortus by the _ test-tube 
method, when tested by the rapid method, were en- 
tirely negative after this time interval. These sera 
agglutinated the rapid antigen in one or more of the 
dilutions after additional time. Considering only the 
agglutination titre, this would make a difference in the 
diagnosis between negative and suspicious or, in some 
instances, between negative and positive. In other 
cases the rapid test showed low agglutination titres 
after 2 to 5 minutes but showed higher agglutination 
titres after additional time. Often this would result 
in a difference in the diagnosis between suspicious and 
positive. In our experience, sera which exhibited the 
tendency of slow agglutination, when tested with 
rapid antigens, gave similar results when retested sev- 
eral weeks later, except in cases where the agglutinin 
content of sera markedly increased during the in- 
terval between tests. Such sera were usually of low to 
medium agglutinin content (1:25 to 1:100 by the test- 
tube method), but in some instances sera with higher 
agglutinin content showed slow agglutination of rapid 
antigens. Likewise, sera which rapidly agglutinated rapid 
antigens did so consistently every time these sera were 
retested. 


“In tests of a majority of sera the agglutination reac- 
tion was complete within 2 to 5 minutes. However, if 
agglutination tests with rapid antigen are negative or if 
there is no agglutination in the dilutions containing the 
lesser amounts of serum, our experience indicates that it 
is not always feasible to make the final observations after 
2 to 5 minutes. 


“The most satisfactory time interval before final ob- 
servation of rapid agglutination tests is difficult to de- 
termine for rapid antigens as they are now prepared. We 
have adopted an arbitrary time interval for observation of 
rapid agglutination tests of 8 to 10 minutes as a working 
technic, until further experiments find a solution to this 
problem. This time interval is not entirely satisfactory, 
but it does appear to be much more satisfactory than 
shorter intervals of time. An example of a case in which 
the 8-minute time interval for reading rapid agglutination 
tests was not satisfactory will be cited. The animal 
showed a negative reaction by the test-tube method in 
June, 1930. In April, 1931, the serum of this animal was 
tested with the following results: The tube test showed 
complete agglutination in the 1:100 dilution. With the 
rapid method, the test was entirely negative after 16 
minutes and positive in dilutions of the rapid test which 
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correspond to the 1:100 dilution (0.02 cc serum) of the 
tube test after 18 minutes.” 

It would not seem that further comments on this angle 
of the blood test would throw any additional light on the 
value of this test. The reader will be obliged to draw his 
own conclusions from the informaation given herewith.

12. Every two years the bull in each block shall be 
shifted in the numerical order of the blocks, unless 
otherwise arranged. The directors shall arrange for the 
disposition of the bulls which have made a complete 
round of all the blocks. 

In order to retain interest in the rings after they are 
well started, it has been found advisable to plan all- 
day tours, which include picnic dinners. One tour was 
for the purpose of dehorning all bulls, another was held 
in order to ring all bulls. 

The county fair boards cooperate by providing a class 
for these bulls at the local county fairs with suitable 
prizes—a good way to add community interest in the 
project. Too, there is a place provided for them 48 4 
cooperative exhibit at the fairs. The Junior Sire Com 
test which parallels the Purebred Sire Contest stimulates 
interest. 

One may readily realize that it is possible for these 
sire rings to become rather large organizations, since ° 
Hamilton county the fourteen bulls are being used “ 
approximately forty herds.

SIR BESS DIES AT OSBORNDALE 


Osborndale Farm, Derby, Conn., 
reports the death on July 14 of Sir 
Bess Ormsby May 477657, for many 
years one of their chief herd sires. 
He was apparently feeling fine and in 
active service for a bull almost 
eleven years old up until about two 
weeks before his death, when he be- 
gan to refuse his feed, and in spite of 
the best attention by two veterin- 
arians, nothing could be done for 
him. Complications caused by a for- 
eign body caused his death. 


Sir Bess Ormsby May was bred by 
Minnesota Holstein Co., Austin, 
Minn., being a son of May Walker 
Ollie Homestead, then U. S. Cham- 
pion fat producer with 1,218.6 lbs. 
and sired by Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes. 
When this herd was dispersed in 
1927, Sir Bess Ormsby May, then 
coming two years old, was pur- 
chased by Osborndale, for $6,200. He 
was a little slow in getting started 
in his new home and it was several 
years before he was able to take his 
place in regular service in the herd, 
but for the last five, or six years his 
offspring have been arriving at the 
farm in considerable numbers. To- 
day he has about 50 daughters at 
Osborndale and has 20 daughters 
that have been reported officially as 
making at least one A. R. record, a 
large percentage of these being in 
two-year-old form. 


Only two of his daughters have 
completed records in mature form 
to date, according to official reports. 
They are Osborndale Mildred Piebe 
With 855.5 Ibs. fat in Class B at 6 
years old and Osborndale May Cham- 
Dion with 891.5 lbs. fat in Class A 
at 5 years old. His two-year-old 
daughters, tested in Class B, have 
made Tecords up to 813.9 lbs. fat,

If they think they 
are going to have too much corn they 
appeal to him to quit, and pay him for 
the corn he did not grow, or the hogs 
he did not raise. Now they have a 
problem of soil conservation, amd are 
saying to farmers: ‘if you take part 
of your land and put it in legumes 
and restore it to fertility, we will 
pay you for keeping it out of regular 
crop.’ 

“We have not learned yet” said 
Dr. Christie, amidst laughter, “how to 
put our government in a _ position 
where they will pay us not to farm. 
If we find the 1ight fellows and put 
them in power, some day they will 
just pay us for refusing to milk Hol- 
stein cows, and for keeping a lot of 
land out of oats and wheat and other 
crops. 


Quebec Program 

“You say that will never get across 
to this country? Read the papers and 
see what they are offering in Quebec 
to get elected down there. A bonus 
on cheese, a bonus on butter, $2,500,- 
000 to help drain land, and paying all 
students who attend Macdonald and 
other agricultural colleges $9 a 
month on board. Friends, we have 
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not got started yet. I don’t know 
whether that is needed or not, but 
these fellows think they are sincere 
in a study of the needs of the 
province. 

“We have here a demonstration of 
what your organization means, not 
only in your county, but throughout 
the province. Holstein breeders have 
been unusually well organized 
through a number of years and on a 
sustained basis, and it continues to 
grow. The two fundamentals back 
of that are: first, you have an ex- 
cellent breed of cattle, one that the 
farm can use, producing a _ product 
that the market can use; and then, I 
believe almost equal to it, you have 
a group of men and women engaged 
in the business who handle it in a 
businesslike way. 

“T helped celebrate in the armories 
here one night the achievement of 
Snow Countess, and I remember the 
wonderful way people turned out to 
celebrate the achievement of the cow 
and of the man. A short time ago 
there was sold from that farm a bull 
at a big price, that went to Japan, 
and it was one of the best things 
that happened this country in a long 
time. In some ways it seems too bad 
to let such an animal get out of Can- 
ada—we need all the good blood. At 
the same time, that animal was ad- 
vertised on the front page of every 
paper throughout Canada and almost 
every good paper in the United 
States, and played up in every agri- 
cultural paper, I suppose, throughout 
the whole world, and I think Canada 
-and Holstein breeders have received 
more advertising than a good many 
hundred thousand dollars would buy. 

“Other animals of equal quality 
have been sold, though not for so 
much money, and brought fame to 
this province as a source of high- 
class blood, as a source of breeding 
animals that can be used to advan- 
tage; and when governments are 
sending in and buying these animals, 
as in the case of Japan, it is a pretty 
high tribute. 


“At the college we believe this 
is something that must be _ encour- 
aged and should be encouraged, and 
through the college I think the gov- 
ernment will act and is acting to 
help stimulate the livestock breeding 
of the province. We have acted in 
connection with the Shorthorns re- 
cently. Business men raised a sum 
of money to buy the best bull that 
could be bought. They paid a good 
sum, and whether or not that animal 
could have been bought for a little 
less is not the point. The point is 
that we brought into Ontario the very 
best bull that money would buy at the 
Perth sale. That blood is here, and 
the Shorthorn breeders of Ontario are 
going to get the credit for having that 
blood that can be used in the herds 
of the breeders of Ontario. It may 
take two years, or five years for that 
blood to permeate. 


“That is true of every breed. The 
great thing was that private individ- 
uals were willing to give the money 
to buy these animals to aid agricul- 
ture. Sir Joseph Flavelle and T. A. 
Russell, McLean and others who gave 
the money were at the formal presen- 
tation, and they said $15,000 was a 
mere bagatelle to buy a bull, and if 
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more money was wanted to let them 
know. “It is going to help agricul- 
ture to bring in these high-priced an- 
imals, we cannot use our money to 
any better advantage.’ 

Seek New Blood 


“If we can find outside some blood 
we can use to advantage in the Hol- 
stein breed or some other, it is our 
duty to get it. Our hog breeders feel 
we can add new blood to the York- 
shire breed, and we are going to try. 
If we can get more uniformity in our 
type and send a larger amount of uni- 
form product to the market in Britain, 
it is going to put dollars in the pock- 
ets of every man who raises pigs 
throughout Ontario and Canada, and 
that is what we are trying to do. 

“I am very interested in the way 
your association has developed its 
sales. You have had good men in 
the field; they have found a market 
and brought buyers to you, and our 
hope is to sell not only a lot of this 
product from one farmer to another 
throughout Ontario, but when we can 
sell these animals at a _ reasonable 
price outside Canada, we are bringing 
new money in, and that is what is 
going to make this country rich. 
When we can sell a hundred million 
bushels of wheat to Japan or to the 
Continent or the United States, and 
that new money comes into Canada, 
we have added to the sum total and 
added to the conditions here that 
make for more prosperity. So it is 
with our butter and eggs, and every 
product we produce on the farm. 

“T think the hope of Canada lies 
in the production of more and more 
agricultural products; and_ thank 
goodness, we have never become im- 
bued with the idea that prevails in 
some lands we should be restricting 
production to increase price. People 
who have tried that have never made 
much headway. I believe the policy 
and plan here in Canada is for every 
good farmer to increase everything 
he can of good quality, and then get 
busy through his organization and the 
government and find a market where 
it can be sold at a reasonable price, 
and in that way we will add to the 
sum total of wealth in Canada — 
though it originates on the farm in 
large measure. We are happy our 
minister of agriculture has seen fit 
to join in this sore of campaign and 
give it his support. 

Holsteins for O. A. C. 


“We have not added much to the 
Holstein breed on our campus for 
quite a while. We have a pretty good 
herd of cows, but feel they should 
be added to, and are on the hunt for 
both cows and bulls. If we can find 
them in Canada, so much. If after 
consultation with the breeders it 
seems best to go outside and bring 
in new blood, that will be done. We 
have no ideas on that question. The 
minister has none other than that he 
wants the support to go to the Hol- 
stein breeders if it is possible to get 
it. It if takes a little money, it is up 
to him and others to find it to carry 
out the program. He wants the de- 
partment to help this breed as funda- 
mentally and helpfully as he helped 
the Shorthorns, or any other breed 
we are trying to encourage in On- 
tario. ; 

“These are the situations before 
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us, and men on the farms and in co- 
operative organizations and groups of 
this kind are studying in a broader 
way than ever before. You are read- 
ing the pzpers, studying the markets, 
consulting various sources of infor- 
mation, and you know more than ever 
today about your marketing, because 
you interpret the easier and in a 
sounder fashion than ever before, 
That is a hopeful sign. The best part, 
I think, is that we are getting a sym- 
pathetic ear on every hand from those 
in power, and getting all the co-opera- 
tion we can get. We do not know 
what program we want yet.” 





ONTARIO CATTLE EXPORTS 
CONTINUE 

United States exports of pure bred 
Holstein Friesian cattle, from On- 
tario herds for the last half of June 
number just over 350 head. The 
two firms of C. S. Erb & Co., Middle- 
town, Penn., and M. R. Levin, Fitch- 
burg, Mass., were the largest pur- 
chasers, taking upwards of 100 
head between them. 

The majority of the animals in 
the Levin shipments were from El- 
gin, Wentworth and Brant County 
herds with the largest number from 
any one breeder being 8 animals 
selected from the herd of Alfred 
Tapsell, St. Thomas. 

The shipment of Erb & Co., was 
gathered from herds in the Kitch- 
ener district under the direction of 
the County Agent, A. B. Brubacher. 
With this lot, however, were five 
head from the herd of Houck Bros., 
Chippawa. 

Philip C. Thayer of New Ipswich, 
N. H., gathered a dozen head from 
Niagara District herds. 

Two different New Jersey buyers 
in company with Lawrence Sager, 
St. George, and E. C. Chambers, 
Hatchley Station, selected shipments 
in Brant and Elgin Counties with as 
many as nine head going from the 
herd of Geo. Kilgour, Springfield. 

The largest individual sale re- 
ported was from Eastern Ontario, 
that of 24 head sold by J. W. Stew- 
art of Lyn to J. C. Regan, Tully, 
N. Y.: and the second largest 23 
head sold by Norman Greenless, 
Joyceville, to Edward P. Sheehan, 
Littletown, Mass. 

Despite the fact that these are 
the milk surplus months, the price 
range was only slightly below those 
of the early spring shipments.

bienvenus aux fermes du Séminaire, 





mais particuliérement les éleveurs 
de bétail Holstein. Nos fermes ont 
été améliorées sous la direction des 
techniciens agricoles. Elles’ rap- 
portent des récoltes qui justifient 
les sommes que nous avons investies 
sur ce domaine et si nous avons 
réussi a faire quelque chose dont 
vous puissiez retirer quelque avan- 
tage au point de vue éducationnel, 
c’est parce que nous avons écouté 
aveuglément les agronomes. 

M. Léo Brown est l’invité suivant 
a porter la parole. M. Brown est 
natif de St. Joachim. Durant son 
stage au Ministére de _ lAgricul- 
ture de Québec, stage de 24 ans 
durant lesquelles il a été plus- 
ieurs années surintendant des fermes 
de démonstration provinciales, il eut 
a collaborer étroitement avec l’ad- 
ministrateur de ces’ exploitations 
afin de les améliorer. Laissons donc 
au prédécesseur de M. André Auger 
l’'avantage de nous apprendre lui- 
méme les bons résultats des procédés 
de culture qui ont porté les rende- 
ments des champs et conséquemment 
des troupeaux a un taux aussi élevé 
a l’arpent et par unité animale. 

“Tl vy a dix ans” dit M. Brown, 
“les fermes que vous avez visitées 


- ce matin ne portaient pas les récoltes 


que vous y avez vues. Je me rap- 
pelle fort bien que sur certaines 
parties nous devions dételer_ les 
chevaux a quatre heures d_ l’aprés- 
midi, ils étaient a bout de force, 
tellement ces champs étaient sub- 
mergés par l’eau. Il nous a fallu 
faire de l’égouttement artificiel, mais 
les frais de ces améliorations repré- 
sentant une capitalisation de $12 a 
$15. Varpent (il faut tenir compte 
que le Séminaire ne peut compter 
que sud une main-d’oeuvre a gages) 
ont été remboursés par le surplus 
récolté dans deux ans. 

Au fur et & mesure que les champs 
produisaient plus les troupeaux ont 
été améliorés. Aujourd’hui le chep- 
tel laitier est formé de bétes de race 
pure Holstein dans une forte pro- 
portion et graduellement les auto- 
fermes ne porteront que du _ bétail 
Holstein. 

Les récoltes de céréales qui s’éle- 
vaient a 300 minots, quelque-fois a 
quatre cents dans les bonnes années 
s’élévent 4 1500 minots prés. Je me 
rappelle qu’il fallait battre long- 
temps pour obtenir 150 boisseaux 
d’avoine, maintenant cela ne prend 
que quelques heures a battre 500 
minots. Les récoltes de foin ont 
atteint un taux de quatre a cing 


tonnes a l’arpent. II se récolte sur 
cette ferme-ci seulement (la ferme 
des Graves) 1200 minots de pommes 
de terre ot nous en mettions en 
cave environ 300 minots. Le rende- 
ment laitier a quintuplé. 

“J’espére que vous avez été in- 
téressés de votre visite’’, dit encore 
M. Brown et comme souvenir de 
cette réunion d’étude champétre 
pour laquelle vous devez étre félic- 
ités, je puis vous laisser ces quelques 
conseils: J’ai voyagé vint-quatre ans 
dans toute la province de Québec. 
Je puis vous dire avec connaissance 
de cause que les cultivateurs qui ont 
réussi, ont fait presque un succés de 
leur exploitation sont ceux qui cul- 
tivent la terre parce qu’ils aiment 
agriculture. En second lieu les 
agriculteurs qui admintstrent leur 
domaine intelligemment et ne 
compte pas seulement sur le travail 
manuel. Puis ceux qui conduisent 
leurs travaux de facon a ce qu’ils 
soient exécutés au temps propice. 
Enfin je puis ajouter, que je suis 
encore a connaitre un habitant qui 
ait réalisé des bénéfices sans avoir 
organisé quelque production spéc- 
iale. En agriculture, il ne faut pas 
mettre tous les oeufs dans le méme 
panier.”’ 

“Les succés obtenus sur les fermes 
qui vous recoivent aujourd’hui sont 
dus a l’administrateur de ce do- 
maine. M. l’abbé Gosselin est prob- 
ablement le gérant de la plus grande 
exploitation agricole de cé pays, in- 
contestablement de la province de 
Québec. Il a donné carte blanche 
aux techniciens comme M. André 
Auger, M. A. Pelletier qui ont col- 
laboré a son entreprise. Pour nous 
remercier, il veut bien déclarer que 
s’il devait organiser d’autres fermes 
il ferait exactement ce qui a été fait 
ici.”’ 

M. André Auger qui a succédé a 
M. Brown comme surintendant des 
fermes de démonstration et des con- 
cours de ferme, nous parle des 
pacages permanents qui ont été 
établis depuis quelque quatre ans 
sur les fermes de St. Joachim, par- 
ticuliérement sur le petit Cap oi 
une trentaine d’arpents portent cin- 
quante tétes de  bétail. L’herbe 
était si intense ce printempts qu’il 
a fallu emprunter du _  bétail aux 
fermes avoisinantes pour faire 
brouter l’herbe. Ces vieilles praieries 
furent chauler a raison de trois 
tonnes de chaux a Jlarpent a 


l’automne, elles furent hersées au 
recurent une_ applica- 


printemps, 
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tion d’engrais 4-8-10 a raison de 350 
livres & l’arpent et engrainées a 
raison de 20 Ibs. de mélange a 
paturage de la Fédérée. On y envoy 
& pas les animaux la premiére année. 
“Nous étions en présence de champs 
absolument dénudés et bien que 
cette question soit jdiscutée, nous 
croyons avoir bien fait d’attendre a 
la deuxieme année pour faire 
brouter l’herbe. La premiere année 
nous avons coupé le foin de bonne 
heure afin de controler les mau- 
vaises herbes.”

M. Orens Garneau, surveillant 
d’un concours de ferme sur la rive 


sud du S. Laurent nous a laissé en- 
trevoir les sueccés que remporteront 
les participants d’un concours de 
fermes finissant cette année dans le 
comté de Bellechasse. La compta- 
bilité des concurrents révéle des faits 
intéressants qui seront portés plus 
tard & la connaissance du public. 

Ont aussi adressé la parole MM. 
Adrien Morin, A. P. Pelletier, agro- 
nome du comté de Montmorency, 
Ulric Brown, agronome du comté de 
Bellechasse et M. V’abbé A. Chali- 
four, curé de St. Joachim et aumon- 
ier diocésain de l’Union Catholique 
des Cultivateurs. 

De ces autorités du monde de la 
technique agricole et de 1l’éducation, 
nous avons retenu ces pensées que 
les temps nous commandent de met- 
tre en pratique. 

Nous devrions mieux ‘€quilibrer 
le cheptel sur nos fermes. Trop de 
cultivateurs gardent encore de gros 
troupeaux de vaches de_ valeur 
douteuse, ne font ni sélection ni 
controle, produisent a perte et ne 
se soucient aucunement de pratiquer 
lV’élevage du porc, des volailles, des 
chevaux et des moutons. Ces spécu- 
lations animales, dit M. Morin offre 
des avantages pécuniaires appréci- 
ables pour l’habitant qui s’y adonne.

progrés agricole il est absolument 
nécessaire que nous'- préparions 
mieux la génération qui doit nous 


succéder a cultiver la terre. est 
par Jlinstruction agricole unique- 
ment que nous rendrons la vie des 
champs plus intéressante et plus 
apte a y retenir la jeunesse. Il y 
a plus de place au haut de l’échelle 
qu’au bas, il est facile de rester en 
bas mais plus difficile de gravir les 
sommets, c’est au prix de Il instruc- 
tion et du travail que nous pourrons 
y parvenir.

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New York Holstein News Letter 
By E. H. HANSON, State Secretary 


Mr. A. J. Glover, editor of Hoard’s 
Dairyman, and president of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica, and Mrs. Glover visited in New 
York State from July 15 to 20 in- 
clusive. During their stay here, their 
time was spent in attending various 
Holstein picnics and visiting some of 
our outstanding Holstein breeding es- 
tablishments. 

The Onondaga and Oneida County 
Holstein Clubs, capitalizing on his 
visit here, held their annual field days 
and tours with Mr. Glover as the 
principal speaker. 

The Onondaga Club made its an- 
nual event a district meeting. All of 
the neighboring counties were _ in- 
vited, culminating with the local club 
challenging all comers to a softball 
game, which the local team won by a 
score of 8-7. The tour included visit- 
the herds of Dean Weller of Liver- 
pool, Robert Church of Baldwinsville, 
John Horner of Lamson, and Frank 
Decker of Three Rivers. With each 
succeeding farm, the tour increased 
in size so that when the last farm was 
visited, automobiles were strung 
along the highway from a half to 
three-quarters of a mile. After the 
tour, the crowd retired to the picnic 
grounds at Three Rivers Point, where 
the noon meal and program were 
held. 

Talks were given by H. V. Noyes, 
A. J. Glover, and the State Secretary. 
Mr. Noyes reported on the progress 
made by the milk committee in New 
York State. LeRoy Mulroy, presi- 
dent of the Onondaga Holstein Club, 
had worked with this committee in a 
recent milk marketing difficulty in 
upstate New York. Mr. Glover, the 
principal speaker, stressed the im- 
portance of using the best obtainable 
sires on families of cows long noted 
for persistency of production as well 
as type. He praised the work done 
by the Agricultural College, Cornell 
University, in its effort to locate this 
superior germ plasm. Furthermore, 
he highly commended the set-up of 
our state organization, in that it per- 
mits the gathering of people for so- 
cial as well as for business reasons. 

The Glen Alex Spring Water farm 
near New Hartford, N. Y., was the 
scene of the Oneida County Holstein 
Club picnic. Here, under large shade 
trees, 150 to 175 people gathered. 
Neither dry weather nor threat of 
rain prevented this club from staging 
its most successful picnic. Speaking, 
judging, sports, and visiting various 
dairy farms made up the program of 
the day. Agricultural students from 
the high schools in Oneida county and 
the county 4-H boys competed in the 
judging of two classes of livestock. A 
cup, a calf, and a sum of money were 
offered as prizes for the winning 
teams and _ individuals. President 
Glover again stressed the importance 
of a sound breeding program for suc- 
cessful dairying. He congratulated the 
Oneida club in its efforts to instill 
into the minds of the boys and young 
men on the farm interest in a good 
and sound dairy program. 

Mr. Glover spent the remainder of 
his time visiting various men influen- 





tial in dairy and Holstein problems 
in the state and nation, among them 
being Dorr McLaury of Portlandville, 
H. V. Noyes of Kenwood, and various 
professors in the Animal Husbandry 
department of Cornell University.

6. $10. Junior Membership in

Black and White Show in Jeff. Co. 


Jefferson County, Wisconsin, Hol- 
stein Breeders did themselves proud in 
their first Black and White Produc- 
tion Show, June 13. 


A total of 71 Holsteins owned by 19 
exhibitors were tied to the “judging 
posts” in the Fort Atkinson City Park 
and there carefully classified by Judge 
Dr. E. E. Heizer of the National Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association. More than 
400 interested breeders and friends 
made up a ring side that didn’t miss 
a single classification. Every animal 
in the show had a production record 
in her own right or was out of a dam 
with a production record. 


Two features of this show received 
almost universal approval of those in 
attendance. The one was_ classi- 
fication; the other was tying the ani- 
mals at the time they were being 
looked over by the judge. 

Classifying animals as Excellent, 
Very Good, Good, Fair, and Poor gave 
proof of its superiority over the usual 
rating of first, second, third, etc. in 
that all emphasis and study was 
placed on searching out desirable type 
rather than on trying to outguess the 
judge on this or that feature of an 
animal that would make it win over 
another. Those features of a Holstein 


animal that made it fall into an excel-the brood cows families exhibited at 


lent group, or a very good group, a 
good group, or a fair group became 
firmly fixed in the interested breeder’s 
minds. Individuals were not given a 
higher rating because they were the 
only ones in the class. No matter 
how many animals were present the 
same standard of excellence could be 
applied throughout the show. A 
classified rating took on something of 
importance. An added feature of 
classification came out in the aged 
cow class where one of the outstand- 
ing type cows of this country, Cres- 
cent Beauty Segis Butter Girl, a 18- 
year-old cow, was ranked “Excellent” 
though she was a three quarter cow. 
No other show in the country would 
give this almost true type individual 
very long inside the gate. Here she 
could proudly stand in a group where 
she belonged—an example to the stu- 
dent of “Excellent” Holstein type, 
with only one blemish. 

Putting the cows “on-their-own” by 
tying them to the “judging line” eli- 
minated all jockeying, pinching, 
stretching, and pulling so common to 
the judging ring of today. The merits 
of the cattle, not of the professional 
showman, could be studied.

Production 
But the story of production is 
what I want to give you. Of the 
fourteen herds, with some 800 cows, 
there was not a single herd average 
in 1921 as high as 10,000 pounds of 
milk and most of them averaged a 
great deal less. Last year none of 
the herds averaged less than 11,000 
pounds and the 51-cow herd at 
Gardner averaged 16,134 pounds of 
milk per cow. 
Following are some of the herds 
that have made great strides from 
a production standpoint.

There has been a cost of produc- 
tion as high as .0756 cents per 
quart, but this cost is decreasing with 
increasing volume per cow, so that 
now they have an average cost of 
.0398 per quart in their highest 
producing herd, namely Gardner. 
This is quite remarkable when one 
considers that much of the hay as 
well as grain must be purchased for 
many of the herds. 


Real object lessons in breeding 
and herd management are plentiful 
in the records of these herds, and 
it is all a commanding argument in 
favor of good bulls, continuous rec- 
ords, and modern management meth- 
ods. The wisdom of adopting this 
policy is seen in the fact that the 
average production in Massachusetts 
Institution herds has increased in 
fifteen of the last seventeen years. 
And this in spite of the natural 
losses of good cows in the early days 
of the tuberculin test, and more re- 
cently from mastitis and abortion. 


All herds are fully accredited for 
tuberculosis, and all of the remain- 
ing animals that are positive to the 
bangs test have been concentrated 
in three herds. The most up-to- 
date method of control, such as the 
vaccination of young calves, is being 
followed. Tests for mastitis are also 
run at 30 to 60 day intervals, de- 
pending upon the amount of infec- 
tion found. 


Herd Sires 


The present policy of the man- 
agement is to purchase Massa- 
chusetts animals for necessary re- 
placements, yet there have been 
many instances when it was advisa- 
ble to seek elsewhere the services 
of outstanding sires, when animals 
of similiar breeding were not avail- 
able at home at corresponding prices. 
While a good share of the success 
of the Massachusetts state herds, as 
of any establishment, can be attrib- 
uted to herd management and feed- 
ing, the sires used have contributed 
greatly to their development. Good 
stock responds more readily to 


modern management methods. 
Some of the great sires which 
have been purchased for these herds 
in recent years are: . 
King Bessie Fobes Double, a son 
of King Bessie Ormsby Susie (son 


July 25, 1936 





of King Bessie and Bell Farm Susie), 
The dam is Queen Bessie Fobes 
Ormsby a daughter of Sir Fobeg 
Ormsby Hengerveld, that made 930 
Ibs. of fat. This bull was bought 
for Wrentham. 


Carnation Matador Inka Walker, 
a son of Sir Inka May and Carantion 
Walker Edith, was bought for Belch- 
ertown where all of the 54 purebred 
Holsteins were raised. Carnation 
Walker Edith produced 28,195 
pounds of milk and 880 pounds of 
fat, and is a daughter of Segig 
Walker Matador. 

Belchertown received another son 
of Sir Inka May from a Class B 
daughter of Hollywood Veeman Segis 
and the 1003 pound fat cow Cinder- 
ella Bracelet Matador. 

Grafton rated Carnation Miracle 
Man, a son of Matador Segis Orms- 
by, from Carnation Inka Hazelwood 
(685 pounds at 3 years) and she 
from the same dam as Carnation 
Walker Hazelwood (1198 pounds 
fat). 

Grafton also received a son of 
Inka the Great from an 842 pound 
daughter of Segis Walker Matador. 

The Fernald School have a son of 
Sir Inka May from a 584 pound Class 
B daughter of Masterpiece. Also a 
son of Governor of Carnation, from 
Cascade Mary Mercedes, who made 
566 pound fat at 2 years in ‘‘A’’, 

Foxboro received a son of Sir Inka 
May from Heilo Bracelet Matador, 
who made 790 pounds at 8 years in 
“—_. 

Danvers received a son of Carna- 
tion Peerless, whose dam is a 523 
pound Class “B’’ daughter of North 
Star Joe Homestead, and whose ma- 
ternal granddam is the great record 
daughter of Sir Inka May, with 31,- 
815 pounds milk and 1150 pounds 
fat. (Picture enclosed). Danvers 
also received a son of Governor of 
Carnation from a daughter of Mas- 
terpiece. 

Space is not available to cite all 
of the splendid sires now in use. 
One of the greatest cows is Medfield 
Clothilde De Pew Posch 1391622, 
who produced 708.2 pounds fat and 
21,923 pounds milk in her first lac- 
tation, and on three-time milking. 
A picture is attached of Medfield 
Aaggie Wayne Lyons, who produced 
579.2 pounds fat and 16,914 pounds 
milk with her first calf at two years. 
Also a picture of Trestleview Orms- 
by Pauline Vale, who made 17,692 
pounds in 10 months on three milk- 
ings a day, and lastly a picture of 
Howcojel Alcartra Metis, now milk- 
ing 87 pounds a day on three-time 
work, and has a succession of 10 
months’ records since 1930, ranging 
from 11,731 pounds of 3.7% milk 
to 16,944 pounds milk, all on three- 
time a day work. 


All herds are tested for butterfat 
monthly, and milk is weighed daily. 
The farms also produce pork, poul- 
try, and eggs. The hens average 197 
egs per hen, which gives one some 
respect for their efficiency, and the 
cost per dozen is .189 cents per 
dozen, against an average market 
price last year of .295 cents per 
dozen for Westerns, more than 10 
cents per dozen saving to the tax- 
payers of the state. The farms also: 
produced 802,000 pounds of Duroc 
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Jersey pork last year, which were 
partly raised from garbage from the 
institution tables. 

Mr. Wallace Garret, whose re- 
sponsibility it is to supervise these 
operations, is a graduate of Stock- 
pridge, and is well acquainted with 
the practical side of things, having 
served as head farmer at the Wor- 
cester State Hospital, and later as 
steward at Bridgewater State Farm. 
Mr. Garrett recently succeeded Mr. 
BE. H. Forristall of Springfield, Mass., 
who was in charge of these farms 
for seventeen years. 

These institution herds are demon- 
strations of breeding, the study of 
which would be interesting for 
preeders everywhere. Some of the 
striking impressions one receives in 
the study of year after year per- 
formance of such large herds are 
the great possibilities of increased 
efficiency, firstly: through control 
of disease; secondly: through year 
after year 10 months’ records with 
cows calving within the year; 
thirdly: through the use of very high 
class sires, and lastly: the proper 
growing of young stock. As in- 
creasing numbers of dairymen come 
to think of these point by point, and 
act accordingly, the average produc- 
tion per cow in this country will in- 
crease quite surprisingly. 


THE CONNECTICUT PROGRAM

on July 28 and 29. The program will 
start at 1:30 P. M. on Tuesday with 
the classification of the Holstein herd 
of the college by Dean H. H. Kildee of 
Iowa State College. This will be on 
the 28th instead of the 29th as prev1- 
ously announced. At the banquet 
Tuesday evening, speakers will be 
President A. N. Jorgensen of Connect- 
icut State College, President A. J. 
Glover of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America, Secretary C. T. 
Conklin of the Ayrshire Breeders’ As- 
sociation, Dean Kildee and H. F. Jud- 
kins. 

At 10 A. M. on July 29th, Dean Kil- 
dee will speak in the armory on the 
subject: “Some of the Factors Essen- 
tial to Success in Breeding Dairy Cat- 
tle”, and at 11 A. M. Secretary Conk- 
lin will speak of “Some Problems of 
the Dairy Cattle Breeders”. 

The afternoon program will be 
given over to a discussion of the sub- 
ject, “Trends in Milk Marketing”. 
Speakers will include Chas. H. Bald- 
win, Dr. J. D. Brew, President Glover, 
Dr. Jorgensen, Secretary Conklin, 
Dean Kildee, B. F. Dibble, G. C. 
White and E. G. Woodward.

Among this number are two over 1,000 lbs. fat, 
12 from 800 to 948 lbs. and 55 others above 600 Ibs. fat. The records over 1,000 Ibs. fat are those of Carnation Ormsby Butter 
King, who leads for all breeds in the United States, and her three-fourths ‘sister, Carnation Ormsby Segis Beauty. 


CARNATION ORMSBY BUTTER KING 1165152 


Carnation Ormsby Butter King 1165152, bred and owned by Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle, Wash., produced the stupend- 
ous total of 38,606.6 Ibs. milk, average per cent fat 3.6 and 1,402.0 lbs. fat in 365 days. ‘She freshened at the age of 8 years, 5 
months, 27 days, producing 102 lbs. of milk on February 12, thefirst day of her official test period, and reached her highest pro- 
duction with 123.4 Ibs. on February 27, never falling below 100 Ibs. daily until September 14. The test of this great cow was 
supervised with utmost care throughout the year, the 17 official test periods ranging from two to 87 days in length, with a total 
of 133 days on official test during the year, supervised by 10 different supervisors from three different states, Washington, 
Idaho and Oregon. She had four special out-of-state check tests, one of two days, two of three days each and one of seven 
days’ duration. There were three constant watch tests with two supervisors in attendance, one for three days and two for 
seven days each and the last 87 days of the year’s test were strictly official.

Carnation Ormsby Segis Beauty 1203395, bred and owned by Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle, Washington, finished her yearly 
test February 18 with a total of 31,264.3 lbs. milk testing 4.1 per cent fat and 1,290.4 lbs. fat. She freshened at the age of 7 
years, 8 months, 29 days. She was sired by Matador Segis Ormsby 396511 and out of ‘Carnation Matador Segis Beauty 853587. 
Tested in Classification B as a junior two-year-old, she produced 16,937.2 lbs. milk, 3.6% fat and 607.8 Ibs. fat in 365 days. Then, 
as a junior three-year-old, she made a record of 25,387.9 lbs. milk, 3.6 per cent fat and 911.6 lbs. fat in a year. Tested again at 
§ years, 6 months, 8 days of age, she had 30,154.8 lbs. milk, 4.0 per cent fat and 1,191.7 lbs. fat in Classification A in 365 days. 
During the lactation just completed, she had 18 official test periods of which five were retests, three were out-of-state check 
tests—one for three days and one for seven days—and three were constant watch verification tests, of which one was for three 
days and two were for seven days.

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WISCONSIN STATE FAIR PRIZES 

We are in receipt of the 1936 pre- 
mium book covering the cattle depart- 
ment at Wisconsin State Fair. We 
note for the Holstein-Friesian classi- 
fication a total of $3,100 in prize 
money. This is divided into twelve 
moneys in all of the individual classes 
except aged cows which run up to 
twenty places, and with ten ribbons 
in each of the group classes. In the 
individual classes, 25% of the amount 
of the premium will be added if the 
animal is bred by exhibitor (except 
the classes for two and three-year- 
old bulls) and 25% will be added also 
if the animal has an official record 
of 360 lbs. fat or more for cows in the 
five-year-old class, 330 lbs. in the four- 
year-old class, 300 Ibs. of more in the 
three-year-old class, 250 lbs. or more 
in the two-year-old class or out of a 
dam meeting the above requirements, 
and on heifers or bulls if they are 
from tested dams meeting the above 
requirements. For Wisconsin owned, 
bred and exhibited cattle, cow testing 
and herd improvement records will be 
accepted upon proof by the exhibitor. 
The county herds are always a big 
feature here, and a total of $500 prize 
money is offered, of which $300 is di- 
vided into ten prizes ranging from 
$50 to $20 each for show ring compe- 
tition, and $200 more as an allowance 
to be divided on a pro rata basis for 
the distance the county herd travels 
coming to the fair.
